Our front cover is graced by the 
magnificent and stately new church 
building at Clearwater, Florida, which 
was dedicated February 20. Here is 
the description as given by the pastor, 
Rev. B. E. Ellis: “The building is 
81x38, of concrete-block construction, 
plastered on the inside and stuccoed 
on the outside, with hardwood floors. 
The old building is connected to the 
new with a patio and will be con- 
verted into a Sunday School plant. 
This will give us ten Sunday School 
rooms, two rest rooms, a ladies’ lounge, 
and pastor’s office. The church was 
started two years ago, by Rev. Clyde 
Ogle, and practically all the labor has 
been done by the membership and 
friends of the church. Brother J. F. 
Henderson, one of our members, has 
been superintendent of the building 
and has done a wonderful job. The 
building has been valued at $50,000, 
and so far the church has put only 
$14,000 in cash into it. Our offering 
on opening day was $2,100, and we 
owe a balance of only $7,000. I wish 
you could have come by during Janu- 
ary and February and have seen these 
men working around here. They 
worked night and day to complete the 
building. Many of the businessmen say 
we have the most beautiful building 
in the city, and they don’t see how 
we have been able to construct it at 
such a low cost; but we understand—

“We have a beautiful design on 
interior—one must see it to appreg 
it. Everything is in curves or arches 
there isn’t a corner anywhere 
the pulpit or that part of the building 
The sides have four arched pilaste;

who will receive Him, thus creating and establishing a 
UNITY between heaven and earth, God and MAN, that 
the devil has not, and shall never be able to sever. 

When our Saviour was offering His high-priestly prayer 
recorded in John 17, His special burden and concern for 
His disciples was that they become ONE as He and His 
Father were ONE, and that they be kept from EVIL. Jesus 
knew that the only way these men could successfully carry 
on the church work that He was about to leave to their 
trust, resided in their absolute UNITY—MIND, HEART, 
and SOUL. It was absolutely necessary that they BECOME 
ONE! His they were; saved they were; and He had kept 
them from the EVIL of the world in His Father’s name. 
But they were not ONE, neither were they properly vac- 
cinated against the evil of the world to overcome, suc- 
cessfully, without His personal and present help. 

Jesus knew exactly what was necessary to effect this 
spirit of ONENESS and to bring them into a perfect bond 
of UNITY—and that was SANCTIFICATION.

If there is a question as to why this power of the 
Lord Jesus has not been more fully answered in the Church, 
the WHY, no doubt, is due to the fact that many will not 
pay the price requisite to being HOLY and WHOLLY SANC- 
TIFIED, FOLLOWING the beginning of their Christian 
discipleship, or new birth. It stands to reason that if the 
disciples could only realize ONENESS and be KEPT FROM 
the EVIL of the world, (separate and apart from the per- 
sonal presence of the Lord Jesus), BY HIS SANCTIFYING 
BLOOD, the same is true with us. In fact, these words prove 
it: “Neither pray I for these alone, but for them also which 
shall believe on me through their words.” Therefore, sanc- 
tification is requisite not only to receiving the baptism 
of the Holy Ghost but of present-day Christian UNITY, 
HARMONY, SUCCESS, and HAPPINESS.

NO COMPROMISE AS TO 
CHURCH POLITY 

We next ask what is the effect of 
our NAE cooperation in the field of 
church polity. To what extent does 
such fellowship compromise the actual 
political freedom of its members? To 
what extent is NAE actually or by 
implication a super-church? 

By way of reply, we need but to 
cite the oft repeated statements of 
our critics to the effect that NAE is 
by no means a council of churches 
(Le., denominations), but simply a 
loosely organized association of de- 
nominations, local churches, and or- 
ganizations. We, of the NAE, are in- 
clined to accept this criticism with 
thanks, and to find in it an assur- 
ance that the polity of our respective 
bodies is not being and will not be 
compromised by our cooperation on 
the basis of evangelical faith. 


THE LIBERAL TREND TOWARD 
THE SUPER-CHURCH 

Indeed, such an assurance is sorely 
needed in this period of church his- 
tory, when the great hue and cry 
among liberal church people is “ecu- 
menicity.” The word signifies the 
movement toward a world church. By 
this is not meant the idea of getting 
the people of the world individually 
regenerated through faith in Jesus 
Christ, but rather the idea of getting 
all churches to unite in one. Some of 
the more “long-haired” ecumenicists 
would not restrict this universal 
church even to nominal. Christendom, 
but would include “Christians” of the 
Hebrew persuasion, as well as Mo- 
hammedans, Hindus, and the like. 
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Cooperation 
Withodt Compromnise 


Conclusion of the address by President Stephen W. Paine in the 
recent NAE Convention 


So we have liberal leaders stump- 
ing the country for “one church.” We 
have liberal seminaries setting up 
their departments of “ecumenics,” and 
so man in his unwillingness to accept 
the historic gospel way of salvation 
goes about it to achieve, with all this 
mixed multitude, a tower that will 
reach unto heaven. 

That the Federal Council of 
Churches was one of the earlier steps 
in this direction can be fairly con- 
cluded by its own statement of pur- 
pose to manifest “the essential one- 
ness of the churches.” And certainly 
the men of the World Council of 
Christian Churches have given ample 
indication that this very thing is the 
goal which they have in mind. To this 
end these bodies are closely official 
and somewhat bureaucratic in their 
organization. Local congregations can 
have no voting membership (although 
they are welcomed as contributing or 
“associate” members), because these 
represent a decentralized concept of 
church polity, and this is not the di- 
rection in which these bodies are 
moving. 

THE AMERICAN COUNCIL COPYING 
THE FEDERAL COUNCIL 

Now our brethren of the American 
Council and the International Council 
would not for one moment endorse 
the liberal idea of “one visible church,” 
the una sancta embracing believers 
and unbelievers, Catholics, Protes- 
tants, and Pagans in one organized 
body. But strange to say, these breth- 
ren have, for some reason, chosen to 
imitate exactly the organizational 
setup which is being used by the mod- 
ernists to gain this ecumenical result. 
So we hear the brethren of the Amer- 
ican Council asserting with satisfac- 
tion that their organization is just like 
that of the Federal Council (Beacon, 
May 24, 1945), and also that the 
framework of their International 
Council is just like that of the World 
Council (Beacon, August 19, 1948). 

NAE NO SUPER-CHURCH 

On the contrary, NAE has been ex- 
tremely careful at this point. We 
grant to all of our member bodies a 


legal voting representation at 

yearly meetings, which, incidentgj 
are not a council but a conventip 
Cooperating bodies are not refer) 
to in our constitution as “member 
but as “associates.”

INTRODUCTION 

The key word of this subject is pur- 
pose. It simply means settled inten- 
tion, design, the end or aim desired. 
This subject will perhaps be very 
closely built around this word pur- 
pose, which has for its background the 
Church. In this particular case the 
word purpose is the product of the 
Church, because the Church has a 
purpose which was designed by the 
Almighty God and was executed in 
and by the death, burial, and resur- 
rection of the Lord Jesus Christ. When 
God designed the Church, its inten- 
tions and aim was beyond human 
understanding; it remains so until 
this day, with certain people. If you 
are one of those who think the 
Church is an aimless institution with 
no mission on earth, but just another 
place to go for pastime, then you are 
out of tune with the song of Zion and 
know nothing of the purpose of the 
Church. 

When Jesus gave His last charge to 
His disciples, in the language of the 
above text, He most assuredly was 
speaking in terms of a prodigious in- 
stitution, because the job was entirely 
too big for eleven small men. Before 
the crucifixion of Jesus, and when 
He gave the twelve disciples His 
charge, He commanded that they “go 
not into the way of the Gentiles, and 
into any city of the Samaritans enter 
ye not: but go rather to the lost sheep 
of the house of Israel.” He was speak- 
ing in terms of twelve men only. This 
was perhaps His first charge to His 
ministry, and was confined to the

Jews, for His kingdom was to be estab- 
lished on earth, and He should reign 
forever as King. But He was rejected 
as King by the Jews, His own people, 
and His kingdom was set aside. He 
was arrested and tried, with no charge 
against Him. By false accusation He 
was condemned and crucified, but on 
the third day He arose as He had said. 

With His intentions reverted from 
one small nation, to all nations, what 
a wonderful and glorious change. 

Well, did Jesus mean that eleven 
disciples would teach and baptize all 
nations in the world? No, indeed, for 
in substance He simply said, “Discon- 
tinue your present ministry. Lay 
down your Bibles and go to Jerusalem. 
Tarry there until ye be endued with 
power from on high.” They returned 
to Jerusalem with great joy, and were 
continually in the Temple, praising 
and blessing God. And after ten days’ 
waiting on the Lord, they received 
the promise as He had said. But in- 
stead of eleven receiving the blessing, 
we count one hundred and twenty 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. Then 
the disciples started their ministry 
under a new administration, the first 
sermon being delivered by the out- 
standing, outspoken apostle Peter, 
which resulted in the conversion and 
addition of three thousand, imme- 
diately after which the Church was 
organized with three thousand, one 
hundred and twenty members, accord- 
ing to Acts 2:42. Thus,

which simply means the forming of a 
union to work together for a common 
end. 

The scriptures declare that all that 
believed were together, and Paul tells 
the Corinthians, “we are workers to- 
gether with him.” I firmly believe 
that when Jesus commanded His dis- 
ciples to go and teach all nations, He 
could see not eleven men trudging 
along at an impossibility, but hun- 
dreds, yea, thousands of men and 
women organized and working togeth- 
er, going to every part of the world, 
preaching the gospel and baptizing as 
He had commanded. This is actually 
what happened after the organization 
of the Church at Pentecost. They went 
everywhere preaching the Word, Acts

Paul 
was an educated man, and though he 
didn’t use great swelling words of 
man’s wisdom in his ministry of the 
gospel, he knew the importance and 
value of knowing the letter. He knew 
how to preach to and live with the 
tih and the poor, the high and the 
low.

Sin makes out of you 
a beast instead of a man. In many 
cases a man is loathsome to his fam- 
ily, an outcast by society, a parasite 
to his community, and a disgrace to 
his Creator. Sin is a reproach to any 
people. 

God is not to be trifled with by the 
notion that there will be no punish- 
ment for those who live a low life in 
this world. Some may think that a 
bare profession of religion will be suf- 
ficient to save them in the end. The 
lowest kind of a life is lived by a re- 
ligious coward, who will eventually 
come to the stark realization of a ter- 
rible tragedy of false hope. Some may 
think they will escape in the crowd, 
but out of earth’s teeming millions God 
knows you as an individual. He knows 
about your sins, your unholy deeds. 
He is making a record of your low 
living; one day you must face the cost. 
Your wages will be granted you, and 
the wages of sin is death. 

“But I will forewarn you whom ye 
shall fear: Fear him, which after he 
hath killed hath power to cast into 
hell; yea, I say unto you, Fear him,” 
Luke 12:5. Not only does God kill as 
punishment for sin, but He also casts 
men into hell. Knowing therefore the 
terror of the Lord, we persuade men. 
We feel that the great and blessed 
God has a right to make laws for the 
government of His intelligent crea- 
tures. These laws may justly be con- 
nected with reward to the obedient 
and with punishment to the disobedi- 
ent. We are aware of the fact that 
men are not punished or rewarded for 
their low living or godly deeds in this 
present life. We then conclude if men 
are not punished or rewarded in a fu- 
ture world, then the administrations 
of God are not equitable and just. 


You may wonder why there is a hell. 
Hell and its contents must respect 
the deity of God. God is a holy being; 
He cannot behold iniquity with al- 
lowance. It is not reasonable to think 
that His enemies should dwell in His 
sight. His enemies cannot share His 
glory and mingle with His holy hosts. 
Think of vile, polluted, malevolent 
spirits, hating holiness and God Al- 
mighty, mixing with the redeemed in 
that holy city, and you will agree that 
it would be impossible. They must 


have a world of their own in the re- 
gions of the damned. The wicked shall 
be turned into hell with all the na- 
tions that forget God.

Conventions in the West Indies 


On March 4, after motoring from 
Cleveland to Miami, Reverend O. C. 
Crank, overseer of Delaware, Mary- 
land, and District of Columbia, and I 
parked the perky 49 Ford and took 
passage on a big four-motored plane, 
which, without a sputter or even a 
stop in Cuba, smoothly let us down 
in Kingston, Jamaica, into the begin- 
ning of a great convention, where we 
found Reverend Henry C. Stoppe, his 
faithful helpmeet, Sister Violet, and 
their son, Richard, busily completing 
the numerous arrangements. 

The closing of Osborne’s revival at 
Jordan Road, where hundreds claimed 
to have been saved and definitely 
healed, was the beginning of the con- 
vention with the ministry and laity 
from all over the Island. It had been 
about six years since I had attended 
a convention there, and, of course, I 
was very glad to see many of those 
same faithful ministers, who for many 
years had labored, prayed, and 
watched closely the development of 
the Church of God on the Island. This 
last year, the records show that 
through united efforts about 3,354 
were saved, 846 sanctified, and 376 
baptized with the Holy Ghost. They 
have built five new churches. 


Some of these have had a little help 
from the Board, and others had no 
outside financial help whatsoever. My 
heart was encouraged when I heard 
the ministers tell of their struggles 
and accomplishments. One minister 
told how he had come to the overseer 
asking for financial help to build a 
much needed building. He said Broth- 
er Stoppe had told him he had no 
money he could let him have; then he 
explained how he, Brother Stoppe, on 
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many previous occasions, when he 
needed help, had gone to God in 
prayer, and God had never failed 
him. “But,” the minister answered, 
“Brother Stoppe, that was in the Unit- 
ed States.” “Yes, and we have the 
same God in Jamaica,” explained 
Brother Stoppe. He then cited an- 
other experience, and by the time he 
had finished, this minister said, “I 
believe God. We are going to build 
the church.” Upon returning to his 
people, he explained to them the con- 
dition and called them to prayer, after 
which he announced, “We are going 
to build our church.” The more he 
talked, the more the members began 
to feel the burden, so they decided 
from the stones in the river bed; a 
strong large church house could be 
built. The preacher headed a little 
army of men, women, and children, 
and they began to carry stones on 
their heads up the hill where they 
were putting forth their cooperative 
efforts, their solicitations, and their 
own offerings. Not many pounds, 
principally shillings, threepence, and 
pennies, but enough kept coming in 
so that cement and materials could be 
bought, and so the workmen kept lay- 
ing stone upon stone until their beau- 
tiful, sturdy stone church was com- 
pleted. The minister added, “Now, I 
tell they are happy, and I am happy.” 
To be sure, they feel good. They have 
done a good job. They feel, and have 
a right to feel, the thrill of a victor. 
They were working with God and 
knew it. 

Brother Crank, who made the whole 
trip to the various islands entirely on 
his own expense, took with him over 
$4,000 worth of camera equipment and

Frankly, he spared nothing to be abk 
to get good pictures. 


He went into the “Den of Thieves’ 
and took many pictures, even when the 
Jamaica police insisted different white 
men had gone down in there and just 
disappeared. These people lived ina 
slum area of Kingston which the Gov- 
ernment is replacing with a housing 
project. Having no work or place 
go, they have thrown some shacks 
made of pasteboard boxes and palm 
leaves and “what have you.” Some 
have dug pits and covered them with 
old boxes. They have soured on the 
world. They say they don’t want 
steal, but having nothing to do, they 
must live, rather exist. They have 
their priest and worship “King Rusco.’ 
They are some of the poorest crea- 
tures you ever saw. Brother Crank 
won the friendship of one of thei 
leaders, who promised and did take 
him through the next day and pro- 
tected him while he took pictures. 


I have been privileged to see most 
of them already, and I believe he has 
the best I have ever seen of the 
Islands. Pan-American changed theit 
schedule, and therefore we had # 
leave Jamaica a day earlier thal 
previously scheduled and were sory 
to leave the convention, but we wil 
cherish the memory of this good meet 
ing. May God abundantly bless thes 
precious people of Jamaica. Pray fd 
them. They are doing a good work 
They have many opportunities with 
its corresponding responsibilities. You 
can help these less fortunate oné 
with your offerings and gifts of cloth 
ing. Numbers of the ministers at the 
convention had on suits you have 
sent them.
